1, In mid-December 1950, the Ministoriun 


This ageney is to start with the organization of radio services for 
maritime shivping, but later on is to assum radio service for trains, 
inland shivping, moter trarfic and aviation.Ifs missions are to in- 
clude: 


a, lquipment of ships with transmitters, receivers and direction-finder 
sets. 


b, Assignment of operators to ships and plannine of onerations. 
c, Technical maintenance of radio equipment aboard s'rips, 
d. Training of radio operators. 


2. The agency is to be organized in the form of a natisnalized enterprise 
(VEB) but is to te given the lecal status of an association of national= 
ized enterprises (WE). The Ministry of the Interior (MdI) has sugzosted 
that the EPF be riven the management of the enterprise sinve nost of 
its activities -ro connected with sicnal commmications, Other ministries 
will have a voice in questions wititin their spheres of activity. Por 
this reason the new VER is to be controlled .by a SDoxrd of directors, 
inelucing a delegation of the 1dT named by the naval nrolice or the Seae 
Hydrograshic Institute; a representative of the MPF delesated by the 
Post und Formeldetechnisches Zentralant (Contral Opfise of the “ostal 
and Telecomrumications idministration) (PFS); a ropresentative of the 
ihinistry of Traffic delegated by the Directorate General, Shipoing; 

a revresentative of the Linistry of hachino=puilcinge delesated by the 
WB ReFef (Radio, Tolephone and Telegravh); a reoresentative of the 
Ninistry of Planning, and vossdbly a reoresentative of the Information 
Office. 


3. The ministries represented on the board of directors will take all 
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appropriate steps required for the furtherance of maritime radio 
traffic, inasmuch as these steps are within their spheres of authority. 
the managing diLroctor of this Vin, who is to be Kecoonsihle to tha MPP, 
is to set up an Administrative Division, an OQveratdons Division and a 
Technical Division. 


An estimate of costs was attached te tha request of the UF. when the Vp 
described above starts functioning it will take over the nmeritine radio 
equipment owned by the GDS and tho Assoclation of Mationalizad interarises . 
Fisheries (VVB=F). During a transitional veriod the YB R-PF-T nay also be 
erloyed for maintenance work on radio equipment. 


The following arrangements were made by the LIPF,..in cooperation with other 
agencies, regarding questions of maritima radio service: 


a, Gall simals mst be approved for each ship individually. For this 
reason the D8 smst rejort to the LPF the commissioning of a new vessel 
at least four weeks orior to its rasistration. For fishing craft this 
yenort will have to be made by the ViR-F to tho MPP through the Ds. 

AQ1 ships and fishing craft available in the Soviet Zone of Germany 

will have their identity and call si;mals checked. For tiris pursose the 
SDS is to prepare a list of all shivs, The new proposals for the assign 
ment of call signals are to be made in cooperation with the MPF, Identit, 
signals, which will be published internationally, also will be allocated 
to those ships, which do not use call signals. The naval police will cherk 
on the question of whether such a orceedure is advisable for its craft. 


hb. Training courses Sr maritime radio operators are scheduled to be held at. 
the Navigation School in ‘Wustrow. The first twomweek course » to bo attended 
by 15 operators selected by the VWR-F in Rostock, is to begin on 5 Janusry 
1951, Technical training is to be suxlenented by solitical indoctrination, 
the scope of which is to -e preseribed by the Gulture and Traiving Divisions 
of the May and DF. At intervals of three to four veoks such courses 5 
attendad by 15 overators each, aro to follow until a sulfictent number a 
varitime radio operat-ors is available, Only a Lorse training set of the 

Ref~T Rostock and an old set of the Sciwarin cvstal administration headquarters 
ara available for training purveses at this time, To tyme 1/91 radio 
receivers aml one denonstration mecdecl of these sets will. be delivered bey 
the R=’={T on 1 March 1951. 
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
